reed Riverside county's consent, 
but it is necessary if the county 
calls an election, in the opinion of 
expert bond attorneys. The flood 
control district cannot call an 
election until next April, the law 
provides. By that time the $6.- 
574,000 federal grant for the water 
project will have faded away. It 
will expire Dec. 20. 

“Sooner or later we’re going to I 
have flood control and water," 
said Mr. Mitchell, “and the people 
will have to pay for the entire cost 
if we lose the federal grant. If 
Riverside county doesn’t grant the 
county permission to hold the elec¬ 
tion, the only step open to us will 
be to wait until April, when the 
flood control district can call an¬ 
other election." 

Lyon’s Interpretation 
Supervisor LeRoy Lyon of Ana¬ 
heim aaid that his understanding 
of the agreement proposed by Mr. 
Redwine was that Orange county 
should not attempt to interfere 
with existing water rights estab¬ 
lished by Riverside county. On 
that basis, he said, Orange county 
could logically enter such an agree¬ 
ment. But he said that if it was 
proposed that Orange county agree 
to Riverside county’s continued 
spreading as in the past, that was 
another matter entirely. 

Supervisor W, C. Jerome said 
he agreed with Chairman Mitchell 
that Orange county’s supervisors 
have no legal right to make the 
proposed agreement on water 
spreading. 

Sees Court Decision 
"That is nothing that lies within 
the province of the board of super¬ 
visors,” said Mr. Jerome. "I have 
not yet had a chance to look over 
Mr. Redwine’s suggestion, but 
those things have to be settled 
finally by a court decree. I don't 
know what our board could do 
that would be legally binding upon 
the county."

And, if a licensed angler’s catch 
included a fish for which a license 
wasn’t required, would he throw 
that'n back? 

The fish seem to be the only 
ones not arguing about the matter 
—they’ll probably go right ahead 
biting on licensed or unlicensed 
bait, as usual.

John "Limpy" Hunter is a short 
man. dark-skinned, and weighs 
about 140 pounds. His eyes have 
a superior, far-away look in them. 

But that’s neither here nor there. 

The interesting part about Limpy 
is the way he earns his living 

On the highway between La¬ 
guna Beach and Dana Point- near 
Golf Island, to be exact- is situ¬ 
ated "Hobo Hotel,’ ’ of which 
Limpy is proprietor. In a little 
canyon which winds up into the 
brush-matted hills he has built 
three tiny shelters big enough 
only for a bed and a stove. These 
huts, put together with odd¬ 
shaped boards, old rugs, linoleum, 
roofing paper and rusty slabs of 
corrugated iron on the roof, are 
for rent to any congenial "blanket 
stiff” who comes nosing around 
in search of grub.

Declaring that the steady trend 
during the last 50 years indicates 
that extensive "planned economy" 
will be established in the United 
States. Dr. Clayton D. Cams, from 
the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, addressed the adult educa¬ 
tion lecture course Thursday night 
In the Willard school auditorium. 

"We already have scores of fed¬ 
eral controls '. . . planning which 
none of you want eliminated from 
your present economic set-up," 
said the speaker, pointing to work 
of the federal trade commission, 
the food and drug administration, 
exchange control, and a list of 
others. 

"Control must come from the 
top if it is to be effective,” he de¬ 
clared. "One state can't expect to 
regulate its employment and busi¬ 
ness set-up by itself. Only Wash¬ 
ington can effectively reach out 
and govern the situation.” 

The very nature of the corpo¬ 
rate form of enterprise demands 
some kind of national planning. 
Dr. Cams said. When a thousand 
persons all own stock in a com¬ 
pany, somebody must take the 
task of management, and unless 
the manager can make money for 
the shareholders, he will be re¬ 
placed.

Some even question 
whether there Mas been any real 
expansion of employment at all 
in the last year. 

Without such an expansion, real 
and recognizable, political argu¬ 
ments that the depression is over : 
run into immediate difficulty. 

Spending Program 

That, however, is only a part 
of the story. Another prime topic 
of political discussion is the 
spending program of the Roosevelt 
administration. With that, too. 
the unemployment situation is 
linked directly. 

So long as a disproportionate 
percentage of workers remain job¬ 
less, relief demands on the treas¬ 
ury will be heavy. Even If the 
administration does not ask for 
large appropriations, it is certain 
that the states and municipalities, 
working through their representa¬ 
tives in congress, will initiate and 
vigorously press such appropria¬ 
tions. 

Doesn't Want Deficit 

It is plain that Mr. Roosevelt 
does not desire to enter the 1936 
campaign as the advocate of an¬ 
other top-heavy annual deficit, but 
many of his supporters see only 
one way out. That is why the 
works administration is trying so 
feverishly to save its program 
from failure. That is why new 
methods are being considered to 
boost private pay rolls. 

What these new methods will be 
is not yet certain. The effort to 
induce business to move ahead 
confidently continues, but the re¬ 
sults hardly are all that Washing¬ 
ton desires. The alternative may 
be new legislation at the next 
session of congress for the one 
purpose of spreading employment 
Shorter Work Week 

It is the lesson of all past de¬ 
pressions that after substantial re¬ 
covery has been attained, a 
residue of excess labor is left be¬ 
hind. 

That is due to several causes. 
Hard times teach employers how 
to economize, how to combine the 
functions of employes and make 
shortcuts in production. In such 
times labor-saving devices, includ¬ 
ing improved factory and mill 
machinery, multiply. Excessive 
competition in any given indus¬ 
trial field is reduced by the 
squeezing out of the weakest 
firms. 

After previous American de¬ 
pressions a sufficient quantity of 
this left-over labor always has 
been absorbed by the development 
of new industries. 

No such large-scale development 
now appears on the horizon, and 
in its absence administration 
thought appears to be turning 
more and more toward the shorter 
work week as a means of absorb¬ 
ing the surplus. In one form or 
another, the old controversy over 
the basic methods of NR A seems 
sure to repeat itself.

Valgren, principal agricultural 
economist of the Farm Credit ad¬ 
ministration, said he felt that 
steps to overcome the lack of pro¬ 
tection of the farmer against the 
elements should be a major ob¬ 
jective in the efforts being made 
to re-establish agriculture. 

Valgren Has Substitute 

He said he did not believe the 
best plan for crop insurance was 
a guarantee of returns equivalent 
to labor and seed as Cogswell 
proposed.

Valgren said he believed a more

It was a tough job for Filipinos 
to get into the United States be¬ 
fore the Philippine islands became 
independent of this country, and it 
is going to be just as tough from 
now on. The Philippines have had 
an immigration quota of 50 per 
year since June, 1934. The trans¬ 
fer of the reins of government 
from the United States to the 
islands yesterday will have no ef¬ 
fect on this quota. 

Franklin Davis, immigration in¬ 
spector here, cleared up this situa¬ 
tion today when he explained the 
regulations governing Filipino im¬ 
migration The act of congress 
approved March 24, 1934, provided 
for the complete independence of 
the islands, which went into effect 
yesterday. General immigration 
laws now apply, and for immigra¬ 
tion purposes the Philippine islands 
are considered as a separate coun¬ 
try. Mr. Davis said. 

Filipinos, said Mr. Davis, also 
are subject to the general depor¬ 
tation provisions of the immigra¬ 
tion laws. Since the act of March 
24. 1934. there have been several 
deportations from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. including two Filipinos 
from Bakersfield, in whose cases

Here is the famous Indian maze rock, hearing strange carvings, which was moved yesterday from a 
ridge between Trabuco and Bell canyons to the Bowers Museum in Santa Ana. 


The Indian maze rock that for 
centuries has been located on the 
ridge between Trabuco and Bell 
canyons, was moved yesterday 
by sled and truck to the Charles 
W. Bowers Memorial museum on 
North Main street. 

Permission to move the huge 
rock was secured by the museum 
board from the United States for¬ 
est service, said T. E. Stephen¬ 
son. chairman of the board. 

There are two reasons for hav¬ 
ing the rock brought to the mu¬ 
seum. Mr. Stephenson said. In 
the first place t removes the his¬ 
toric old rock from possible van¬ 
dalism and from erosion by wea¬ 
ther; and secondly, it makes it 
more accessible for study by stu- , 
dents and others interested in such : 
matters. 

“About 55 or 60 years ago,” 
Mr. Stephenson said, “when Amer¬ 
icans first settled on homesteads 
in the Santa Ana mountains, this 
rock faced due east. Since that 
time, several efforts have been 
made to find treasure under the 
rock, and apparently on one occa¬ 
sion treasure hunters sought to 
find treasure within the rock it¬ 
self. A hole several feet deep 
had been dug and blown out with 
dynamite and the rock had been 
turned over. One end of it was 
blown off, fortunately, without 
damaging the surface on which 
is the maze engraved by Indians.” 

Through efforts of County Su¬ 
perintendent of Highways Nat H. 
Neff, a county truck was pro¬ 
cured for the purpose of bringing 
the rock to Santa Ana. The big 
rock was estimated to w'eigh ap¬ 
proximately four and one-half 
tons. 

A mound is being constructed in 
the museum yard, and the rock 
will be placed on it. Once again, 
the face of the maze rock will be 
turned to the east. Archaeolo¬ 
gists so far have found no expla¬ 
nation of the meaning of the maze. 
They know, however, that mazes 
similar to the one on this par¬ 
ticular rock have been found 
throughout Southern California, 
nnd in one instance a rock bear¬ 
ing a similar maze was found 
near the cliff dwellings in Arizona.

brilliant relics of a branch of the 
Aztec civilization are being un¬ 
covered. 

“You reach Taotetlan by one of 
the worst roads I ever was on,” 
said Mrs. Loerch. “The Indians 
ran see a car coming for miles. 
They begin ringing the church bell 
as soon as they see you coming. 
Every one of the 100 inhabitants 
of the village runs out, waving his 
arms and hoping to sell you a 
serape. They run up to you actual¬ 
ly panting, they are so excited. 
All the scrapes are hand made and 
they are said to be the best in 
the world.” 

Refuse Paper Money 

Despite their eagerness to sell, 
however, the Indian peasants are 
skeptical about paper money. At 
one market where the travelers 
presented a five peso Mexican note 
it was refused by all but one old 
man. He took it, examined it, 
found a pin hole in it and returned 
it with a shake of his head. The 
two women dug out another note 
minus a hole and made a deal. 

The Santo Domigo church at 
Oaxaca, built in 1675, is the most 
beautiful church in the world, in 
Mrs. Loerch's opinion It is pure 
white outside, decorated with pure 
gold inside and contains 14 altars. 
But the most impressive and awe¬ 
inspiring sights are at the Monte 
Alban ruins of an ancient Zacate- 
can civilization. These buildings, 
said to be more extensive than 
any similar relics so far discov¬ 
ered, contained one tomb from 
which jewels valued at $3,000,000 
were taken. Amber and jade, not 
found in Mexico, were discovered 
there, indicating communication 
, with other continents at an early 
date. 

Intriguing Countr> 

Mexico City and other easily ac¬ 
cessible cities are interesting and 
are visited by most American 
tourists, but the real Mexico, 
where you can see the people as 
they really are, is much more fas¬ 
cinating. said Mrs. Loerch.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. -Only 
a few White House insiders 
are aware of the speed exerted by 
the President to conclude a com¬ 
mercial agreement with Canada 
before Armistice day. 

When Premier Mackenzie King 
arrived in Washington, he was en 
route for a holiday in Florida. But 
his conversations with Roosevelt 
progressed so favorably that he 
j about-faced to Ottawa on Sunday. 

On Sunday night, the President 
| outlined the main portion of the 
Armistice day speech which he 
j was to deliver the next morning 
I at 11 o'clock. But he left one 
j section blank. 

That section referred to his 
i agreement with Mackenzie King. 
The speech was to be delivered at 
11 a m. He had told the Ca¬ 
nadian premier he would give him 
until 10:30 to know whether the 
Canadian cabinet approved the 
accord. 

To this end, Mackenzie King 
had called his cabinet together at 
9:30—a few minutes after he 
stepped off the train. Before 10:30 
| they had approved the full agree¬ 
ment—which includes 700 items.

FORGET EUROPE 

pEHIND this burst of speed was 
| ° a definite and important new 
i policy of the Roosevelt adminis¬ 
tration. 

As outlined to some of his 
closest advisers just before his 
Armistice day speech, Roosevelt 
believes that with Europe in tur- 
| moil, the United States must turn 
| much more to the western hemi- 
j sphere. 

That was why he was so 
anxious to be able to announce an 
agreement with Canada. Even 
more important, it was why he 
was willing to risk the resentment 
of the farm vote. 

For the tentative agreement 
Roosevelt made with Mackenzie 
King included tariff reductions on 
such commodities as milk, cheese, 
butter, cattle on the hoof and 
certain grades of wheat. 

• * • 

ARGENTINE TREATY 

THE TREATY is a sweeping 
1 document. Its 700 items go 
just as far if not further than the 
famous reciprocity treaty pro¬ 
posed by Taft. 

How politically risky it is may 
be indicated by the President’s re¬ 
luctance to negotiate a tariff 
treaty with Argentina. 

More than two years ago he 
gave a definite pledge of an Ar¬ 
gentine commercial treaty. The 
commodities involved were less 
than half a dozen, all agricultural, 
but none highly competitive wiH 
the United States. Because of 
•spasmodic protests from the farm 
belt, however, the President has 
given the Argentine treaty a wide 
berth. 

The day after announcement of 
the Canadian treaty, the Argen¬ 
tine government demanded a defi¬ 
nite yes or no answer as to 
whether Roosevelt meant business. 

What he answers will be a test 
of the future Roosevelt policy of 
forgetting Europe and strengthen¬ 
ing inter-American relations.

MASSACRE IN MINDANAO 

|_JFGH officials congratulating 
1 1 Manual Quezon as first presi- j 
dent of the Philippines today are 1 
not saying anything about it pub¬ 
licly, but it is no secret that! 
their chief worry regarding the 
new republic is Japan. 

With Japan now threatening 
even Shanghai — stronghold of 
British power in the Far East— I 
, the .Philippines are not likely to ■ 


| be exempt from at least economic 
| penetration. 

How that penetration may op- 
j erate was disclosed by an incident 
j which took place recently on the 
| southern island of Mindanao. This 
island is dominated by the Moros 
—all Mohammedan who refuse to 
lease their land to the Japanese. 

Christian Filipinos on Mindanao, 
have leased considerable land to 
the Japanese, much to the resent¬ 
ment of the Moros. who rose 
against them last summer and 
j massacred one colony. 

The Japanese government, 
j strangely enough, made no protest 
or claim for this outrage, although, 

| under international law, they were 
I entitled to damages. 

Reason for this failure was re- 
I ported to have been Tokyo’s un- 
| willingness to disclose the large 
i number of Japanese on Mindanao. 

I There are reported to be 30.000, 

I though this figure cannot be con¬ 
firmed.)
